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Century/Big Rivers dispute threatens 
other Hancock County industries

The ongoing rate dispute be¬ 
tween Century and Big Rivers 
threatens Hancock County’s in¬ 
dustrial base. In August of 2012 
Century notified Big Rivers that 
the smelter planned to terminate 
its power contract with the utility 


in August of 2013. Century said 
if it does not find a solution to its 
power price woes by then, it faces 
no choice but to close the 
smelter, eliminating 700 high- 
payingjobs. 

In an effort to help resolve the 
dispute two area legislators, 


Tommy Thompson and Joe 
Bowen, filed identical bills in both 
the state house and senate to al¬ 
low the smelters to purchase 
electricity on the open market. 
The bills offered to funnel several 
million dollars per year of Coal 
Severance money to Big Rivers

Court seeks improvements at Vastwood; 
former county judge touts hospital

At its regularly scheduled 
meeting Monday evening, the 
Hancock County Fiscal Court 
approved a resolution to apply 
for a Recreational Trails Pro¬ 
gram grant for improvements to 
Vastwood Park. The grant totals 
$35,054.27, with the county fund¬ 
ing half of this amount, if it re¬ 
ceives the grant, through in-kind 
labor and/or donation of mate¬ 
rials. 


“We are applying for fitness 
equipment to be used around the 
walking trail and to replace the 
wood on the suspension bridge,” 
Hancock County Fiscal Court 
Clerk Sage Taylor said. 

The equipment includes a 
four-way coaster/climber, a 
dome climber and a critter 
climber. The county also plans to 
purchase an ADA compliant pic¬ 
nic table, a regular picnic table 


and four benches if it receives the 
grant. 

“It is a good project,” Magis¬ 
trate Larry Sosh said. 

The court approved the mea¬ 
sure on a 4-0 vote. Magistrate 
Mark Gray missed the meeting 
due to illness. 

Haire touts hospital 

Former Daviess County 
Judge/Executive Reid Haire, 
now a consultant for Owensboro 
Health, appeared before Han¬ 
cock County Fiscal Court touting 
the new hospital. Haire said the 
new hospital on Owensboro’s 
east side makes the facility more 
accessible to Hancock County 
residents. 

Haire said the hospital cur¬ 
rently employees a large number 
of people from Hancock County, 
and the total payroll to these 
workers exceeds $6 million dol¬ 
lars per year. 

Haire also said last fiscal year 
Owensboro Health admitted over 
600 people from Hancock County 
for treatment of various condi¬ 
tions, and also provided $800,000 
in charity care to county resi¬ 
dents. 

Conservation District Budget 

Members of Hancock County 
Fiscal Court tabled the budget 
presented to it by the Hancock 
County Conservation District. 
When examining the budget, 
Hancock County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive Jack McCaslin noticed that 
the district included a 1.5-percent 
pay increase for the district’s two 
employees. The pay increase for 
both employees totals a com¬ 
bined $875. 

Judge McCaslin did not like 
the fact that the conservation dis¬ 
trict budget included a pay raise 
when the court does not know if

to offset the loss of both Century 
and Rio Tinto Alcan in Sebree, 
Ky. The bill failed to pass in the 
General Assembly this year. 

When Century announced 
plans to terminate its power con¬ 
tract, Big Rivers filed a rate ad¬ 
justment case with the Kentucky 
Public Service Commission. Big 
Rivers asked for a 19-percent in¬ 
crease in residential rates, and a 
17-percent increase in industrial 
rates. In January Rio Tinto Alcan 
also notified Big Rivers that it 
plans to terminate its power con¬ 
tract with the utility in January of 
2014. Together, Century and 
Alcan use approximately 70-per¬ 
cent of the power generated by 
the Big Rivers’ system. 


In addition to the proposed 
rate increase, both Big Rivers and 
Kenergy applied to the Kentucky 
Service Commission for a consid¬ 
eration of an adjustment in the 
fuel adjustment clause of their 
contracts. The hearing takes 
place April 9 at 10 a.m. in the of¬ 
fices of the Kentucky Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission. 

The decision on raising rates 
and adjusting the fuel clause is 
one of the most significant deci¬ 
sions facing Hancock County in¬ 
dustry. The impacts of rising 
rates places significant new costs 
on the energy intensive indus¬ 
tries in the county

Lewisport council 
donates $25,000 


Will aid new welding 
learning center

Dr. James Klauber, President 
of Owensboro Community and 
Technical College, and Hancock 
County Industrial Foundation 
Director Mike Baker attended 
the Lewisport City Council meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening asking for 
financial help to renovate the old 
B&B Ford Garage in Lewisport. 
The college wants to transform 
the building into a welding lab. 

“What I have been thinking 
about is that we are going to give 
$25,000,” Lewisport Mayor Chad 
Gregory said. “I think it is a great 
and needed project.” 

The gift surprised and pleased 
Dr. Klauber. 

“Oh, that is great!” he said. 

Several years ago OCTC, in 
partnership with several different 
community stakeholders, opened 
a satellite branch of the college 
in the Lewisport Shopping Cen¬ 
ter. The college’s focus is to of¬ 
fer the classes and training 
needed by county industry. Weld¬ 
ing is one of the bedrock skills 
needed by local industry. 


Dr. Klauber said the idea to 
open a welding lab in Hancock 
County came about because 
OCTC possessed 10-12 welding 
units in Owensboro that were not 
being used. He realized that Han¬ 
cock County needed these weld¬ 
ers. 

‘We do a lot of industrial train¬ 
ing on site at a lot of area indus¬ 
try,” Dr. Klauber said. “Plus we 
really wanted to expand our tech¬ 
nical offerings with the high 
school.” 

Dr. Klauber said he contacted 
Hancock County Board of Edu¬ 
cation Superintendent Kyle 
Estes, and they toured the space 
available in the Lewisport Shop¬ 
ping Center. Dr. Klauber said he 
quickly realized that the available 
space did not lend itself to install¬ 
ing the welding labs. The lack of 
proper space in the shopping cen¬ 
ter disappointed Dr. Klauber. As 
he began to pull out from the 
shopping center to head back to 
Owensboro Dr. Klauber spotted 
the old B&B Ford Garage across 
the highway from the shopping 
center.

Losing even one of the 
local plants threatens to 
significantly damage Han¬ 
cock County’s economy. 
Collectively, local industry 
employs approximately 
2,600 people. Due to the 
presence of industry, the 
median household income 
in the county totals just 
over $43,000, which goes to 
help support other local 
businesses such as restau¬ 
rants, grocery stores and 
other retail establishments. 

Shortly after industry 
located in Hancock County, 
the county government 
enacted an Occupational 
Tax to help fund local gov¬ 
ernment operations. Last 
fiscal year, 2011-12, Han¬ 
cock County collected $3.2 
million from this tax. 

With the proceeds from 
this tax, the county pur¬ 
chases the equipment nec¬ 
essary to allow the county 
road department to per¬ 
form its job properly. Prior 
to industry locating here, 
the county lacked the 
equipment necessary to 
clean county roads during 
a snowstorm. County 
crews used what equip¬ 
ment they possessed to 
clean roads, such as road 
graders and other such 
heavy equipment.

“It was almost like an¬ 
gels came down and lights 
came on the building,” Dr. 
Klauber said. “It was per¬ 
fect. I went over and looked 
inside and it was exactly 
what we needed. It has con¬ 
crete floors, aluminum 
walls, a vented roof, high 
ceilings and roll type ga¬ 
rage doors. It was ideal for 
industrial training.” 

Dr. Klauber said the col¬ 
lege discovered who 
owned the building and 
contacted him about sell¬ 
ing it. Jack Wells owned the 
building, and made an in- 
kind gift to the college that 
paid almost all of the cost. 
The college needed to pay 
only $36,000 for the build¬ 
ing. 

“We want to go in and 
do some renovations,” Dr. 
Klauber said. 

He said the college 
needs to install three-phase 
power to the building, in¬ 
stall the proper utilities, 
phone and data systems, 
paint the inside and outside 
of the building, gravel the 
parking lot and driveway 
and install signage. He es¬ 
timated the total cost of 
renovations at roughly 
$46,000 to $48,000. 

Dr. Klauber said it vi¬ 
tally important that the col¬ 
lege offer the proper 
classes and training to sup¬ 
port local industry. He said 
not only does the building 
lend itself to the welding 
labs, but it also possesses 
enough space to offer in-

As the Director of the 
Hancock County Industrial 
Loundation, Baker con¬ 
stantly looks for ways to im¬ 
prove the quality of the local 
workforce. He spearheaded 
the effort to locate a satellite 
campus of Owensboro Com¬ 
munity and Technical Col¬ 
lege in the Lewisport Shop¬ 
ping Center, and also helped 
push for the county to be rec¬ 
ognized as a Work Ready 
Community in Progress 
from the state. 

According to a press re¬ 
lease from Secretary 
Grimes’ office, the award 
recognizes “teachers, school 
administrators, legislators 
and community leaders who 
have made notable contribu¬ 
tions toward promoting or 
implementing civic learning 
to prepare students to be 
active and engaged in their 
communities.” 

Baker is the former plant 
manager at Aleris in 
Lewisport. He and wife Joan 
have a son, Brett. They are 
expecting their first grand¬ 
child. 


Today the county pos¬ 
sesses a fleet of trucks 
equipped with salt and 
sand spreaders, and snow 
plows to help clear roads. 
Whereas in the past it took 
crews up to a week after a 
snow to clean roads, today 
it takes only a day or two at 
most to clear the snow 
from roadways. 

The presence of local in¬ 
dustry also allowed the 
county to develop one of 
the best park systems in 
this area. Many visitors to 
Vastwood Park marvel at 
its majestic beauty, and 
how clean and well-kept the 
county keeps the park. 
Many visitors call the park 
one of the best kept secrets 
in the state. Several camp¬ 
sites exist around the lake, 
and are relatively inexpen¬ 
sive to rent. 

Each year the county 
holds a 4th-of-July celebra¬ 
tion at the park, complete 
with concerts and other 
events. The event con¬ 
cludes with a spectacular 
fireworks show that thrills 
the crowd each year. On 
the day of the event, every 
campsite is full, and most 
people start to reserve a 
camp site months prior to 
the event. 

The presence of indus- 


dustrial maintenance 
courses there, as well as 
forklift training in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Hancock County Indus¬ 
trial Loundation Director 
Mike Baker addressed the 
importance of offering 
such classes. He said over 
the next two years, a large 
number of electricians and 
mechanics at the local 
plants will begin to retire. 
Baker said it takes time to 
“fill the pipeline” with quali¬ 
fied personnel. The tech 
college helps meet that 
need. 

Also, Baker said Han¬ 
cock County ranks as the 
number one county in the 
country in the percentage 
of wages derived from 
manufacturing. He said 73- 
percent of the wages in 
Hancock County come 
from local industry. 

Baker said the creation 
of the Lewisport branch of 
OCTC represents all of the 
community stakeholders 
coming together for a com¬ 
mon vision. In addition, he 
said they managed to ac¬ 
complish this goal without 
getting new resources. 

“What we have been 
able to do is solve an old 
problem: vocational/tech- 
nical education for Han¬ 
cock County with new 
ideas,” Baker said. “We 
used the resources we al¬ 
ready had.” 

Dr. Klauber said he 
hopes the college finishes 
the renovations by this fall, 
and that the college starts 
to offer training at the facil¬ 
ity in August. 

In other news 

• The city council ap¬ 
proved a list of streets to be 
paved this fiscal year. The 
list includes Holland Av¬ 
enue from Hillcrest to the 
end of the street. The 
length to be paved is 600 
feet;

try also benefits the local 
school system. When in¬ 
dustry located here, the 
county enacted a utility tax 
to help fund the local 
school system. Today, that 
tax brings in around $1 mil¬ 
lion per year. Last year, 
2011-12, the tax brought in 
$1,061,508.66 to the school 
system; without this rev¬ 
enue many programs sim¬ 
ply would not be available 
to Hancock County stu¬ 
dents. 

In an era of drastic edu¬ 
cation cuts from the state, 
the revenue available from 
the utility tax literally 
means not needing to elimi¬ 
nate a teaching position in 
an effort to balance the lo¬ 
cal school district budget. 

The presence of indus¬ 
try also provides benefits 
most people do not think 
about. Every day, a large 
number of semi trucks 
travel Hancock County 
roads to and from the local 
plants. These trucks haul 
supplies to and from the 
local plants, and also trans¬ 
port aluminum ingots to 


various places across the 
county. In addition, a large 
number of trucks visit 
Domtar Paper Company 
each day hauling in wood 
chips, and transporting out 
large rolls of paper. The 
drivers of these vehicles 
stop at local businesses to 
purchase fuel, food and 
other necessities. 

A large number of sup¬ 
port industries service lo¬ 
cal industry. Each day con¬ 
tractors and service people 
travel to and from the 
plants performing their job. 
These workers also stop by 
businesses in Hancock 
County to purchase food, 
fuel and other items. No 
way exists to determine the 
exact number of indirect 
jobs local industry sup¬ 
ports. Without the plants 
and the traffic they bring 
into the county each day, 
many businesses would 
close because the county 
simply lacks a large 
enough population to sup¬ 
port retail businesses. 


One in seven senior citi¬ 
zens is at risk of hunger-rep¬ 
resenting 78 percent in¬ 
crease over the past decade- 
according to the 2012 “Se¬ 
nior Hunger Report Card” 
compiled by the Meals on 
Wheels Association of 
America. 

To combat troubling sta¬ 
tistics like these, five local

Five lives snuffed out 

Three others severely burnt in greatest 
tragedy in Hancock County 

What proved the greatest tragedy ever occurring 
in Hancock County, happened about 7:30 p.m. July 
18, when an oil and gas well on the farm of Thurman 
Crowe, near Roseville in this county, exploded leav¬ 
ing death and destruction in its wake. Those who 
were burned to death are James Crowe, 12 and 
Mathew Crowe, 14, sons of Mr. and Mrs. Thurman 
Crowe, on whose farm the well was drilled. Elmer 
Fuqua, age 14, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Albert Fuqua 
and a neighbor of the Crowe family, Harold Cornell, 
18, of Philpot, and James Mattingly, 35, ofWhitesville. 
Those who were severely injured are Thurman 
Crowe, father of the two dead boys, Alton Cornell, 
25, and his brother Fred Cornell, 15, both of Philpot 
and brothers of Harold Cornell, who was burnt to 
death. The last three named were hurried to the 
Owensboro Hospital where they lingered between 
life and death for several days, but it is now believed 
they will recover, although they will likely be scarred, 
if not permanently injured, the rest of their lives. 

Thurman Crowe rushed to the assistance of his 
two sons and was burnt while making an effort to 
tear the clothing from his sons. Albert Fuqua was 
burnt in the same manner but not so severely as 
Crowe. 

The remains were so burnt that they had to be 
handled with care to prevent the flesh from falling 
from the bones. 

News of the disaster was published in practically 
all the daily papers and broadcasted over the radio. 
The reports were so differently sent in that the 
Clarion made an effort to learn the facts and as a 
result, obtained what appears to be the facts in the 
case. 

The well that caused the destruction is what is 
termed a shallow well, being only 430 feet deep. At a 
depth of 392 feet an eight foot sand was struck that 
proved to be a heavy producer of gas. After passing 
through what might be termed the gas sand, the 
driller encountered a hard layer of some form of rock 
about two feet deep. After the drill penetrated the 
hard surface an oil sand was struck. This sand gave 
promise of being heavily saturated with oil. The oil 
sand proved to be 26 feet thick. Shortly after the bot¬ 
tom of the sand was reached, drilling was stopped, 
and the owners of the well were notified and on their 
arrival decided to shoot the well. We were unable to 
learn positively the amount of nitroglycerine that was 
placed in the well, but were informed from different 
sources that 160 quarts were place in the well. When 
it was set off about 5:00 o’clock on the evening of the 
accident, it appeared to shake the surrounding com¬ 
munity, and oil and gas was shot high in the air and 
literally rained oil for a few minutes. Trees, bushes 
and in fact everything within a radius of fifty or sixty 
yards of the well, were dripping with oil. The roar of 
the gas as it continued to escape from the well could 
be heard for a quarter of a mile. The blaze lighted 
the Heavens. Everything in the area was on fire and 
there was no place of safety. Fortunately, five men 
were on the outside of the burning area and as soon 
as the flames had subsided so that the human be¬ 
ings that had been trapped, could be seen the by¬ 
standers plunged into the flames and made a heroic 


effort to save those that were living torches. It was 
at this point, in an effort to save his sons, that 
Thurman Crowe suffered his burns, as well as Fred 
and Alton Cornel, and Albert Fuqua. 

The Clarion Reporter was informed that the two 
Crowe boys and young Fuqua had retired for the 
night, that they heard the trucks that were hauling 
the casing and tanks, pass their home and got out of 
bed, dressed and went down to the well to see how 
the well would be capped. That they were standing 
in the road about thirty yards from the well, when 
someone called out “run for your lives.” A wire fence 
is built along the road and the boys apparently be¬ 
came confused and instead of following the road, run 
into and became entangled in the fence. 

James Mattingly, who was driving the truck on 
which the oil tank had been placed, was under his 
truck adjusting some thing about it while waiting for 
the first truck to unload, and when the fire started, 
he crawled from under the truck and ran down the 
road a living torch. He threw himself on the ground 
and rolled over and over, but was so badly burnt that 
a portion of his flesh was left lying on the ground. 
He died a few hours later in the Owensboro Hospi¬ 
tal. One of the Crowe boys and the Fuqua boy were 
dead before the flames could be extinguished. The 
other Crowe boy lived about an hour but did not re¬ 
gain consciousness. Harold Cornell died in the 
Owensboro Hospital Saturday morning. 

The funeral of the two Crowe boys was held at 
Boling Chapel, Saturday afternoon by Rev. C.M. 
Corley, after which the remains were laid to rest in 
one grave at that place. They are survived by their 
parents, one brother and one sister. 

The funeral service of the Fuqua boy were held 
in the Easton Church, at four o’clock on the same 
evening, by Rev. W.R. Edge, interment in the Easton 
Cemetery. He is survived by his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Fuqua and several brothers.

Tool Dresser 

An employee of Eureka Oil 
Company is burned, Friday 
following an explosion at gas well 
located on Hartford Road 

Ivan Neighbors, 25, an employee of the Eureka Oil 
Company, was painfully burned on Friday about noon 
when fire broke out following an explosion of gas in an 
oil well on the farm of Clarence McFarland, a short dis¬ 
tance from Hawesville on Hartford Road. The mineral 
rights on the farm are owned by Judge G. Newman and 
Mr. Thos. M. Galley of Owensboro. 

Mr. Neighbors, a tool dresser, was working near the 
place the explosion occurred. He was rushed to the 
Owensboro Hospital, where it was found he had suf¬ 
fered painful burns on his face, hands and right side. 

The explosion, which resulted in the blaze, is said to 
have been caused by a spark from a gasoline engine, 
used in operating the drill of the well. 

The blaze, which reached a height of twenty-five feet, 
burned for three hours before it was brought under 
control by the workmen. Two sections of casing joined 
together with an elbow joint were used to put the blaze 
out. One of the pipes was lowered over the flame by a 
derrick, forcing the gas and blaze out. One of the pipes 
was lowered over the flame by derrick, forcing the gas 
and blaze through it to the other end, which was some 
distance away from the well. With the flames under con¬ 
trol the workmen were able to shut off the gas supply 
long enough to extinguish the blaze. 

The rig was partially destroyed. Mr. Neighbors was 
returned to his home, Tuesday.

Lewisport woman fires on deputy

A Lewisport woman 
faces a laundry list of 
charges after firing at Han¬ 
cock County Sheriff’s 
Deputy James Garrison. 
The incident happened 
Tuesday night around 11 
p.m. 

The woman, 40-year-old 
Marla Cooksey, fired seven 
to eight shots at Garrison, 
according to reports. Ac¬ 
cording to information 
from the JailTracker 
website, Cooksey faces a 
murder charge, assault- 
first degree-police officer, 
two wanton endangerment- 
first degree charges, disor¬ 
derly conduct-first degree, 
criminal mischief-third de¬ 
gree, criminal mischief- 
first degree and terroristic 
threatening-third degree. 
Authorities arrested her 
and took her to the Breck¬ 
inridge County Jail. 

Cooksey appeared in 
court Wednesday morning. 
The court scheduled her 
preliminary hearing for 
March 27. 

“At 11 p.m. dispatch re¬ 
ceived a call, I am not sure 
if we know who it was, but 
the person was afraid that 
there was a woman that 
lived on Morton Lane that 
was going to harm herself,” 
Hancock Sheriff Dale 
Bozarth said. 

Hancock County 
Sheriff’s Deputy James 
Garrison responded to the 
call. He arrived at the apart¬ 
ment on 1021 Morton 
Lane, and knocked on the 
woman’s apartment door. 
Bozarth said the woman 
met him at the door with a 
12-gauge shotgun. 

“Jimmy had to strategi¬ 
cally remove himself from 
that location to a nearby 
area,” Bozarth said. “He or¬ 
dered her to put the gun 
down and come out. She 
declined to do that and 
closed the door to the 
apartment building.” 

At that point Garrison 
moved his squad car a dis¬ 
tance away from the apart¬ 
ment, turned it sideways to 
use as a shield and put a 
spotlight on the apartment 
door. He then called for as¬ 
sistance. Hancock County 
Emergency Dispatch 
called Bozarth, Lewisport 
Police Chief John Garner 
and the Kentucky State 
Police. As Bozarth made 
his way to the scene, Gar¬ 
rison kept him updated on 
the situation. 

Garrison told Bozarth 
that the woman stepped 
outside the apartment 
building with a 9-mm. She 
then started firing at Gar¬ 
rison. Bozarth said he 
heard the shots over 
Garrison’s mic as he talked 


to him. 

“She fired about seven 
shots with a pistol,” 
Bozarth said. “She then 
went back into the apart¬ 
ment. We started evacuat¬ 
ing people in close proxim¬ 
ity to the apartment com¬ 
plex.” 

Bozarth said she fired 
one shot through the door 
of another apartment dur¬ 
ing the shooting spree. He 
said Cooksey somehow 
missed Garrison’s squad 
car during the shooting 
spree, but hit a Ford pickup 
about five times, and also 
an SUV parked at the apart¬ 
ment complex. 

After Cooksey went 
back inside the apartment, 
a standoff ensued. A few 
minutes later Hancock 
County Jailer Roger Estes 
phoned Bozarth and told 
him he thought law en¬ 
forcement arrested her 
boyfriend on a DUI charge 
a few weeks prior. He 
checked through records 
for a phone number. 

“Roger comes up with a 
cell phone number, and it 
is hers.” Bozarth said. “I 
give the number to John 
Garner, and he calls her.

John opens up a line of 
communication with her 
and starts talking to her.” 

Bozarth said Garner 
talked to Cooksey for 
around 30 minutes, and 
manages to talk her into 
giving up and coming out 
of the apartment unarmed. 
As part of the negotiations, 
Garner promised to get the 
woman a mental health 
evaluation. 

When she surrendered, 
authorities took her to 
Owensboro for a mental 
health evaluation first. 
Bozarth said that process 
took until around 3:30 a.m. 
on Wednesday morning. 
After the evaluation, they 
took her to the 
Breckinridge County Jail 
and filed numerous 
charges against Cooksey. 

“John did a good job of 
talking her out,” Bozarth 
said. “He had to stay on the 
phone for a long time with 
her.” 

Bozarth said Cooksey 
was under the influence of 
alcohol at the time. Bozarth 
also praised the actions of 
Deputy Garrison in a dan¬ 
gerous situation, and for 
his decision to not to return 
fire. 

“Jimmy did a pretty 
good job,” Bozarth said. 
“He was in a bad situation 
where he could have re¬ 
turned fire.”

Writer Thomas Wolfe said 
it is the central and inevi¬ 
table fact of human exist¬ 
ence. What I am talking 
about is loneliness. 

Loneliness can be de¬ 
fined as being without com¬ 
panionship, but there is 
more to it. Being alone is 
different from loneliness. 
Times of silence and soli¬ 
tude can be good for us. A 
regular quiet time, where 
we are alone with our 
thoughts and prayers can 
be beneficial. 

The loneliness to which 
Dr. Graham is referring is 
a feeling of emptiness due 
to our being devoid of 
meaningful human contact, 


While on the cross, the 
fifth saying of Jesus was: “I 
thirst” Qohn 19:28). What 
significance does this state¬ 
ment have? A couple points 
can be considered. 

First, Jesus was undeni¬ 
ably human in his material 
makeup. Becoming thirsty 
was nothing new to the 
Lord. “Jesus therefore, be¬ 
ing wearied with his jour¬ 
ney” Qohn 4:6) stopped at 
Jacob’s well. When a Sa¬ 
maritan woman arrived, He 
requested: “Give me to 
drink” (John 4:7). At the 
beginning of His ministry, 
after a long period of fasting, 
He “hungered” (Matthew 
4:2). As a man, Jesus expe¬ 
rienced all the usual things 
like hunger, thirst, and tired¬ 
ness. 

Toward the end of the 
first century, a theory began 
to gain popularity that 
claimed Jesus never actually 


with the emphasis on 
meaningful. The reason for 
it is the lack of connected¬ 
ness and true intimacy with 
those surrounding us. 

Understanding and 
overcoming loneliness is 
critical to living the abun¬ 
dant life. Christian writer 
Larry Crabb says, “Life in 
Christ is all about relation¬ 
ships, with God, others, 
and ourselves. When we 
reduce Christianity to a se¬ 
ries of steps for handling 
life better, or a set of truths 
to believe, or a list of things 
to do, we miss the point of 
the gospel.” Loneliness is 
the symptom of some 
unmet relational need. At 
the heart of this problem is 
the fact that we will never 
find relational fulfillment in 
any relationship until our 
relational need with God is 
met. 


had a physical body. This 
stemmed from the miscon¬ 
ception that the flesh was 
intrinsically evil. One test to 
expose those bringing this 
false teaching was to ask if 
they believed Jesus Christ 
came in the flesh (1 John 
4:2; 2 John 1:7). The Divine 
spirit of Christ (called the 
“Word,” John 1:1) actually 
took up residence in a physi¬ 
cal body (see John 1:14; also 
Philippians 2:5-8). 

At His resurrection, that 
Divine spirit returned from 
the Hadean realm, and reen¬ 
tered the physical body. The 
one now often called “doubt¬ 
ing Thomas” was invited by 
the risen Lord to “Reach 
hither thy finger, and see 
my hands; and reach hither 
thy hand, and put it into my 
side: and be not faithless, 
but believing” (John 20:27). 
Jesus rose bodily from the 
grave. 


The message of Easter 
speaks directly to the prob¬ 
lem of loneliness. Follow 
carefully what I am saying. 
The Bible says we are born 
lonely, that is separate from 
God. There is a gnawing 
sense that something is not 
right in our life. The 
prophet Isaiah referred to 
this: “But your iniquities 
have separated you from 
your God; your sins have 
hidden his face from you so 
that he will not hear” 
(Isaiah 59:2). When God 
saw our separation, He did 
something. He took the 
initiative to break the cycle 
of loneliness. 

He sent Christ to live a 
perfect life, and to die on 
the cross for our sins and 
rise again. That’s the mes¬ 
sage of Easter and the very 
heart of the Christian faith. 
When Jesus was dying on 
the cross, he said some 
chilling words, “My God, 
My God, why have you for¬ 
saken me?” Jesus felt this 
spiritual level of loneliness, 
as he paid for our sins. His 
death paved the way for us 
to have a personal relation¬ 
ship with God the Father. 

It’s through this com¬ 
panionship with Christ that 
our gnawing desire for re¬ 
lational fulfillment begins 
to be met. It’s through this 
bond with Christ that our 
relationships with others 
are enriched. 


Second, Jesus, the true 
Messiah, would fulfill every 
prediction about himself. 
Jesus said: “I thirst” in order 
“that the scripture might be 
accomplished” (John 
19:28). Jesus had known 
thirst before, yet after more 
than three hours upon the 
cross he was suffering from 
dehydration. About a thou¬ 
sand years in advance this 
thirst was predicted. “My 
strength is dried up like a 
potsherd; And my tongue 
cleaveth to my jaws” (Psalm 
22:15). Hear the words of 
Psalm 69:21 ‘They gave me 
also gall for my food; And in 
my thirst they gave me vin¬ 
egar to drink.” 

In response to Jesus’ 
statement of thirst, “they put 
a sponge full of the vinegar 
upon hyssop, and brought it 
to his mouth” Qohn 19:29). 
It was God’s plan for His Son 
to suffer and “taste of death 
for every man” (Hebrews 
2:9).

Federal appeals 
court to hear 
prayer case 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. 
(AP) A federal appeals court 
will hear arguments on 
whether prayer should be al¬ 
lowed at the start of public 
meetings. 

The Chattanooga Times 
Free Press reports the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the 6th 
Circuit will hear the case on 
April 24. It stems from 
prayers said during meetings 
of the Hamilton County 
Commission in Tennessee, 
though the court allowed the 
Kentucky League of Cities to 
file a brief in the case since 
any ruling would affect mu¬ 
nicipalities there. 

The plaintiffs, Brandon 
Jones and Tommy Coleman, 


filed suit over prayers said 
during commission meetings 
last June and asked U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Harry S. “Sandy” 
Mattice to issue an injunction 


stopping the practice. 

Mattice declined, allowing 
the prayers to continue while 
the case continues through 
the judicial system.

The Family 
Doctor’s 
Corner 
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Hancock Countians 
asked to furnish 
photos for history book 


I want to continue this 
week discussing the lead¬ 
ing cause of medical dis¬ 
ability in this country, and 
that is stroke. As I men¬ 
tioned last week, a stroke 
is a medical emergency 
that is caused either by 
blockage of an artery car¬ 
rying blood to the brain or 
by rupture of one of the ar¬ 
teries in the brain. Over 
80% of strokes are caused 
by blockage in either an 
artery in the brain or in one 
of the major arteries in the 
neck. 

What are some symp¬ 
toms of stroke? There are 
many, but some frequently 
seen are (1) sudden severe 
headache-stroke symp¬ 
toms usually come on sud¬ 
denly. (2) Weakness on one 
or both sides of the face or 
body. (3) Numbness and 
tingling in one or both 
arms or legs. (4) Speech 
difficulty, slurred speech, 
or nonsensical speech. (5) 
Nausea and vomiting. (6) 
Total blindness or partial 
loss of vision, double vi¬ 
sion, dilated pupils, or in¬ 
ability to move the eye. (7) 
Dizziness, mental confu¬ 
sion, or sudden loss of con¬ 
sciousness. (8) Memory 
loss. (9) Inability to walk or 
to coordinate walking. (10) 
And, of course, coma. 

There are times when a 
patient may have stroke 
symptoms that go away 
quickly. This condition is 
called a transient ischemic 
attack, or what we call in 
medicine a TIA. A TIA is a 
serious warning that a 
stroke may happen in the 
future. Although anyone, 
including infants and chil¬ 
dren, can have a stroke, the

risk of stroke is higher in 
elderly people. 

What should you do if 
you think you are having a 
stroke or a TIA? If you have 
previously been in reason¬ 
able good health, have 
been active and otherwise 
asymptomatic, you should 
call “9-1-1” immediately 
even if your symptoms 
seem to go away or get bet¬ 
ter. You need to go to a hos¬ 
pital emergency depart¬ 
ment as soon as possible. 
It is not safe to drive your¬ 
self. There are some treat¬ 
ments that can reverse the 
effect of stroke, but only if 
they are given very quickly. 

Last week, I mentioned 
some things that will re¬ 
duce your risk of stroke, 
and Ill repeat some of them 
now. Don’t smoke ciga¬ 
rettes! Cigarette smokers 
have more strokes than 
non-smokers. Eat a diet of 
low-fat, low cholesterol, 
and restricted salt. Engage 
in moderate, regular exer¬ 
cise. If you are more than 
20% overweight, diet is im¬ 
portant. Lose weight! Have 
no more than two alcoholic 
drinks per day. A low daily 
dose of aspirin may be pre¬ 
scribed to reduce the 
chance of blood clot forma¬ 
tion in those who are hav¬ 
ing TIAs or who are other¬ 


wise at high risk for stroke. 

A major cause of stroke 
is high blood pressure and 
it must be treated aggres¬ 
sively. Don’t ignore this. 
Get it checked often. Pa¬ 
tients who show evidence 
of narrowing of the major 
arteries in their neck (the 
two main blood vessels in 
the neck supplying the 
brain) may need carotid 
artery surgery to clear 
away the plaque deposits in 
these arteries. 

Patients who have a 
chronic irregular heart¬ 
beat, especially those who 
have a heart rhythm distur¬ 
bance called atrial fibrilla¬ 
tion, are especially prone to 
stroke. These patients defi¬ 
nitely need to be on medi¬ 
cation to reduce the 
chances of clot formation, 
such as warfarin or at least 
aspirin. 

Titanic exhibit 
coming to 
Lexington 

LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) Ar- 
tifacts from the Titanic will 
be exhibited later this year 
at the Lexington Center 
Museum & Gallery. 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader reports remnants 
from the worst maritime di¬ 
saster will be displayed at the 
facility from Oct. 5- Jan. 26. 
Lexington Center CEO and 
president Bill Owen says 
people are fascinated with 
the story of the 1,500 people 
who died when the massive 
ship sank in the Atlantic 


Ocean a century ago. 

Titanic: The Artifact Exhi¬ 
bition has typically been 
shown at venues in bigger 
cities, and Owen said it was 
an accomplishment for the 
relatively new museum to 
secure it. 

He said officials decided 
to announce it early enough 
that schools could plan to 
bring groups of students. 

Owen said the allure of 
the ship’s tragic tale was 
made evident in the success 
of the 1997 movie Titanic. 

“It is one of the most com¬ 
pelling stories in American 
history,” he said. 

Those who visit the ex¬ 
hibit will receive a boarding 
pass with the name of a real 
passenger, then can explore 
the ship’s conception, con¬ 
struction, rooms and ser¬ 
vices. Afterward, they can 
experience the final hours 
before the ship sank. A me¬ 
morial at the end reveals 
whether the person named 
on the boarding pass sur¬ 
vived. 

“It’s a pretty serious, mu¬ 
seum-quality exhibit,” Owen 
said. 

It contains 125 artifacts 
from the shipwreck and rec- 
reates rooms that were 
aboard the ship. 

Alexandra Klingelhofer, 
vice president of collections 
for Premier Exhibitions and 
RMS Titanic Inc. which or¬ 
ganized the display, said 
many items, including cloth¬ 
ing, suitcases, letters and 
documents, were preserved 
in in waters that are consis¬ 
tently cold and dark. 

She said it is those personal 
items that draw people in. 


The Hancock County

County Historical Society 
voted recently to sponsor 
the writing and publishing 
of a pictorial history book 
on Hancock County. 

The primary content of 
the book will be historic 
photographs.

Rick Dunn of Easton, 
Penn., haggled a bit with the 
merchant, then bought it for 
about $30. 

“For me, this is only 
about returning the ring to 
its owner especially if it was 
tied to the war back in the 
early 70s,” he wrote in an 
email to The Associated 
Press earlier this week. 

The silver-toned ring 
with a red stone sported an 
image of an Indian on the 
side _ the mascot at Mont¬ 
gomery County High. 

“One thing you will say 
when you finish this is that 
you don’t get this kind of 
email every day,” Dunn 
wrote in an email that month 
McGuire, telling her of his 
discovery. 

Soon after, Dunn mailed 
the ring to McGuire. It still 
sits on her desk in Mount 
Sterling, Ky. It has no identi¬ 
fying marks such as initials, 
but an image of an eagle can 
be seen through the stone. 

She is convinced the ring 
belonged to a member of the 
1970 graduating class be¬ 
cause of the eagle feature. At 
that time, several schools 


had consolidated, and one of 
them had an eagle as a mas¬ 
cot. 

There are often con¬ 
cerns that such items are 
counterfeit, and no one has 
investigated that possibility 
with the rings. But McGuire 
said the ring appears to be le¬ 
gitimate. 

“It looks like the real 
deal. It has ‘925 sterling’ 
stamped inside, and I’ve had 
people from the class tell me 
that it looks like their ring. 
Why would someone make a 
counterfeit Montgomery 
County High School Class of 
1970 class ring?” she said. 

Dunn said the detail ap¬ 
peared to be too intricate for 
it to be counterfeit. 

The ring in Cherry’s pos¬ 
session is well-worn and has 
the name “Jostens” etched 
inside _ the name of one of 
the nation’s largest manufac¬ 
turers of class rings. 

“I never looked into that 
because it looks so authen¬ 
tic,” he said. 

Cherry received the ring 
as a gift from a friend, 
Nguyen Hong My, a former 
Vietnamese war pilot. Hong 
My told his friend he bought 


it in a jewelry shop simply be¬ 
cause he liked it. The ring 
has no identifying marks or 
initials. 

The two men hoped to 
personally return the ring to 
its original owner, even going 
so far as to obtain a list of all 
the members of the school’s 
class of 1972 who joined the 
military. So far, their search 
has been unsuccessful. 

In the case of the Mont¬ 
gomery County ring, 
McGuire said the school dis¬ 
trict doesn’t have any copies 
of the 1970 Montgomery 
High School yearbook. She 
showed the ring to the direc¬ 
tor of the local history mu¬ 
seum, who also happened to 
be a 1970 Montgomery High 
School graduate, but he 
wasn’t able to help, she said. 

“And I talked to a couple 
of former principals to see if 
they could remember what 
kids would’ve been there, 
and I really didn’t have much 
luck,” she said. 

Dunn said this week he 
remains hopeful the ring will 
find its rightful owner, and he 
has since purchased another 
ring he found in Vietnam that

Hemp Bill passes 
Legislature in 
historic vote 


As supporters thun¬ 
dered their approval, the 
Kentucky House of Repre¬ 
sentatives passed Senate 
Bill 50, state Sen. Paul 
Hornback’s legislation that 
creates an administrative 
framework for industrial 
hemp production in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Sen. Hornback and Ag¬ 
riculture Commissioner 
James Comer, a staunch 
supporter of Senate Bill 50, 
looked on as the House 
passed the bill by an 88-4 
margin in the waning hours 
of the legislative session. 
The Senate concurred in a 
House floor amendment, 
35-1, sending the bill to the 
governor’s desk. 

“This historic legislation 
puts Kentucky in position 
to be first in line if and when 
the federal government le¬ 
galizes production of indus¬ 
trial hemp,” Commissioner 
Comer said. “By passing 


this bill, the General As¬ 
sembly has signaled that 
Kentucky is serious about 
restoring industrial hemp 
production to the Common¬ 
wealth and doing it in the 
right way. That will give 
Kentucky’s congressional 
delegation more leverage 
when they seek a federal 
waiver allowing Kentucky 
farmers to grow hemp.” 

The House floor amend¬ 
ment, ironed out by Sen. 
Hornback and House 
Democratic leadership on 
Tuesday, keeps the Ken¬ 
tucky Industrial Hemp 
Commission administra¬ 
tively attached to the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agri¬ 
culture. 

The legislation limits in¬ 
volvement of the Kentucky 
State Police to conducting 
background checks on ap¬ 
plicants for licenses to grow 
industrial hemp.

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2 factions battle 
for control of 
Ky.-based church 


DANVILLE, Ky. (AP) A 
court battle is under way for 
control of the Danville- 
based Church of God of 
America. 

The Advocate-Messenger 
reports a group of people 
claiming to be elders and 
members of the church 
filed suit in Boyle Circuit 
Court to wrest control of it 
from its bishop and presi¬ 
dent, Tim Napier. 

The battle began in 2010 
after the organization’s 
main worship house and 
headquarters in Danville 
burned down and nearly $1 
million was collected in in¬ 
surance money. 

The plaintiffs, Eric L. 
Barnes, his son Justin 
Barnes and William Fay, all 
of Somerset, say church 
funds have been misappro¬ 
priated and are asking a 
judge to keep Napier and 
other defendants from mak¬ 
ing decisions about the 
organization’s future. 

Napier denied accusa¬ 
tions that any funds have 
been misused. He said the 
plaintiffs have no authority 
within the church and are 
trying to sabotage his ef¬ 
forts to rebuild it. 

“I think a lot of it is jeal¬ 
ousy and envy,” Napier said. 
‘They do not want to see the 
vision I have for this com¬ 
munity to come to fruition. 
This is an attack to destroy 
it. Some of them want to re¬ 
build in Somerset, but this 
is the town for this church 
to grow.” 

The church was incorpo¬ 
rated in Danville in 1919 and 


a new $1.5 million facility 
is under construction in 
the city. 

Napier’s attorney, Bill 
Irwin, said he is asking the 
court to dismiss the com¬ 
plaint on the grounds that 
the plaintiffs have no legal 
standing. 

According to the law¬ 
suit, the three plaintiffs are 
ordained elders of the 
church. They claim 
church bylaws weren’t fol¬ 
lowed when Napier was 
elected to the position of 
president; therefore, any 
actions taken by Napier 
should be void, including 
the purchase last year of 
14 acres where the new 
church is being built. 

The lawsuit says Napier 
was asked by elders twice 
to resign his position in 
2012, but he “refused to re¬ 
linquish his claimed posi¬ 
tion as bishop and presi¬ 
dent.” 

Napier said no one 
questioned his leadership 
“until all of a sudden the 
church burns and there is 
money.” 

Napier denied that any 
misuse of church funds 
has occurred. 

Irwin said nothing ir¬ 
regular turned when 
Danville accounting firm 
Robinson, Hughes & 
Christopher reviewed the 
church’s financial records. 

“Every account is in 
good order and nothing is 
amiss related to the insur¬ 
ance money, the building 
account,” Irwin said. 
‘There may be arguments 


over where the money is 
being spent, but there is no 
question as to whether the 
money is being spent ap¬ 
propriately.” 

Napier said the division 
in the church has been 
painful. He grew up in the 
church, which had about 
75 members when it 
burned. Since then, mem¬ 
bership has declined to 
about 25 despite still meet¬ 
ing regularly at another lo¬ 
cation. 

“I’ve been a member of 
this congregation for 46 
years. My parents have 
been integral parts of the 
church. It makes me hurt 
to see this type of thing 
going on, with no merit at 
all,” he said. 

Ky. man ar¬ 
rested after 
standing off 
police twice 

FULTON, Ky. (AP Kentucky 
State Police and the Fulton 
County Sheriff’s Office have 
arrested an armed man who 
held off officers twice in 
Fulton. 

The KSP said the incident 
began late Monday morning 
when a state trooper stopped 
22-year-old Joshua White of 
Fulton for a traffic violation 
and discovered he was 
wanted for failure to appear 
in court. As the trooper 
again approached White’s 
car, White drove away. 

After a short chase, White 
abandoned his car at a pub¬ 
lic housing complex and ran 
into a duplex, firing a hand¬ 
gun at the trooper. 

White, a 19-year-old 
woman and the woman’s two 
young children came out af¬ 
ter more than two hours, but 
White ran back inside and it 
took nearly an hour to talk 
him out. 

Charges were filed 
against White and others are 
pending.

PAINTSVILLE, Ky. (AP) A 
Johnson County grand jury 
has indicted the son of an 
eastern Kentucky couple 
found buried on their farm. 

Willie Blanton is 
charged with for two counts 
of murder, two counts of 
tampering with physical evi¬ 
dence, and one count of be¬ 
ing a persistent felony of¬ 
fender. 

A missing persons’ case 
was opened in September 
2012 after Larry and Sandra 
Blanton disappeared. Au¬ 
thorities found the couple’s 
bodies last month. 

Johnson County Sheriff 
Dwayne Price told WYMT- 
TV in Hazard that Willie 
Blanton was immediately 
identified as a person of in¬ 
terest in the case. 

“From the beginning of 
this investigation he was de¬ 
ceitful with us and he’s been 
a person of interest since 
day one,” said Price. 

Authorities said a plea 
agreement in which Willie 
Blanton’s girlfriend, 
Amanda Fannin, received 
immunity was the key to 
breaking the case. Investi¬ 
gators had been stumped 
before the agreement be¬ 
cause they couldn’t find the 
couple. 

“We’ve worked on this 
case a lot. We’ve had every 
lead, every information, 


anything that came through 
the door pertaining to this 
case we’ve worked on it try¬ 
ing to figure out where 
those bodies were,” said 
Johnson County Chief 
Deputy Kevin Pelphrey. 

Without Fannin’s help, 
police say they might never 
have found the couple’s re¬ 
mains and charges might 
not have been brought. 


Suspect cuts 
plea deal in 
mayor shooting 

HICKMAN, Ky. (AP) A man 
charged in the shooting 
death of a western Kentucky 
mayor has accepted a plea 
bargain. 

KYTN radio in Union City, 
Tenn., reported Friday that 
the deal Tommy Lattus’ at¬ 
torney worked out with pros¬ 
ecutors will send the 31-year- 
old Lattus to prison for more 
than 37 years. 

Under terms of the agree¬ 
ment, Lattus pleaded guilty,

Court overturns 
conviction in 
multiple slaying

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) A 
man serving life in prison 
after being convicted of kill¬ 
ing three children will get a 
new trial after the Kentucky 
Supreme Court on Thursday 
concluded a juror should 
have been removed from the 
case before the trial started. 

Justice Will T. Scott found 
that a judge should have 
granted a juror’s wish not to 
serve in the case of 32-year- 
old Clayton Jackson in 2004 
when he went on trial for ar- 
son and murder in Clay 
County. The juror, identified 
in Scotfs opinion as “E.K.” 
was friends with the victim’s 
brother and asked off the 
panel, but said he could be 
impartial only after being 


told he couldn’t be excused. 

“Only after this exchange 
did E.K. unequivocally state 
that he could come to an im¬ 
partial verdict,” Scott said. 

Justice Bill Cunningham 
dissented, calling the kill¬ 
ings “merciless crimes of in¬ 
fanticide,” and saying dis¬ 
missing the juror would have 
been a “thin reed of specula¬ 
tion” about how the juror’s 
relationship would affect his 
judgment in the case. 

Cunningham noted that 
the juror told Judge Oscar 
House he’d prefer not to 
serve. The judge said there 
were no other jurors to re¬ 
place him. 

“If a preference not to 
serve constituted grounds to 
strike for cause, there would 
be no one left to serve on ju¬ 
ries,” Cunningham wrote. 

In a separate opinion, Jus¬ 
tice Lisabeth Hughes 
Abramson concluded that 
House erred in not dismiss¬ 
ing the juror and telling him

I have received several 
calls about a problem 
within the city and that is 
drivers passing school 
buses that have stopped to 
pick up or drop off passen¬ 
gers. This can be a major 
problem but one that is 
very easy to stop. 

Just today, Monday, I 
read that a 14 year old girl 
was killed in North Caro¬ 
lina, at 6:30 a.m. as she was 
crossing to get on the 
school bus; her older 
brother was a short dis¬ 
tance behind her. Accord¬ 
ing to the report the bus 
was starting to stop had 
turned on the required yel¬ 
low lights, however, the 
stop arm and red lights had 
not activated. A car contin¬ 
ued to drive pass as the car 
was on coming to the bus 
and did not see the child 
starting to cross the road. 
The driver was in a hurry 
to get to work. The best 
way to prevent this is to 
watch what is going on 
around you. This includes 
drivers of the cars and 
buses as well as children, 
now that last part is very 
hard to control, as kids 
tend to forget what is going 
on, when they are with 
their friends or parents. As 
parents that is our job to do 
the watching, but I see it as 
everyone’s job. 

Spring break will be 
starting this week and the 
buses will stop running for 
a short time, we tend to for¬ 
get about them and then 
they’re back running and

we as drivers fail to adjust 
what we do, leave just a 
little earlier and give your¬ 
self the time needed par¬ 
ents talk to your children 
about crossing the roads 
and be out there with them, 
no matter what their age 
group. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Drivers Manual: 
When you come to a school 
or church bus that is 
stopped on any roadway to 
load or unload passengers, 
you must STOP. By law you 
must remain stopped until 
all people are clear of the 
roadway and the bus is in 
motion. A stop is NOT re¬ 
quired when approaching a 
stopped bus from the oppo¬ 
site direction upon a high¬ 
way of four or more lanes. 
However, a STOP is re¬ 
quired when following a 
bus that is stopped on a 
two-lane road or you are 
going in the opposite direc¬ 
tion of the bus on a high¬ 
way that has less than four 
lanes, as they are generally 
not divided. I have not seen 
that many 4 lanes in 
Hawesville, so the best idea 
is to just stop for any school 
bus, the stop will last for 
only a minute or so, just 
think of what you can be 
saving.

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there was no way to replace 
him. The judge and attor¬ 
neys also erred in handling 
the panel of 14 once it was 
seated, Abramson wrote. 

“It is all the more regret¬ 
table in this case that a final 
opportunity to correct the 
error was lost when there 
was no agreement to desig¬ 
nate the juror as an alternate 
and dismiss him prior to ad¬ 
journment for jury delibera¬ 
tions,” Abramson wrote. 

Jackson was convicted of 
killing Michael, Robert and 
Jordon Sturgill. A jury could 
not reach a decision on mur¬ 
der charges stemming from 
the deaths of the children’s 
parents, Chris and Amanda 
Sturgill, who were found 
killed by a bow and arrow. 
Amanda Sturgill’s body had 
been used to ignite the fire 
that burned down the traier. 
The children died from as¬ 
phyxiation. 

The juror’s family lived 
with Amanda Sturgill’s 
brother about 12 years be¬ 
fore the deadly blaze. The 
juror raised his concern by 
approaching the judge after 
the panel of 14 had been 
seated. The judge and attor¬ 
neys concluded the juror 
was able to consider the case 
impartially. 

“Justice is not served 
when we reverse the trial of 
a mass murderer on such a 
thin reed of speculation,” 
Cunningham wrote. 


Ky. deputy 
jumps in river, 
saves escapee 

SMITHLAND, Ky. (AP) A 
western Kentucky sheriff’s 
deputy jumped into the Ten¬ 
nessee River and saved a 
handcuffed Illinois man after 
police say he jumped from a 
rescue boat after being ar¬ 
rested. 

Livingston County Chief 
Deputy Devin Brewer told 
The Paducah Sun that 
Deputy Kenneth Vincent 
jumped from the boat Satur¬ 
day afternoon and pulled 34- 
year-old Shaun Gilmore of 
Clinton, Ill., from the water. 

Brewer said Gilmore 
leapt into the water as depu¬ 
ties took him from an area 
near Kentucky Dam to a po¬ 
lice staging ground in 
Marshall County. Brewer 
said Gilmore talked about 
taking methamphetamine 
before calling 911. 

During the transport, 
Gilmore jumped from the 
boat. Vincent, clad in body 
armor and full-duty gear, 
pulled Gilmore from under¬ 
neath the water. 

Both Gilmore and 
Vincent were treated and 
released from Lourdes hos¬ 
pital for hypothermia.
